“* As you are sufficiently acquainted with the country te un- 
derstand its political situation, alittle news may not be aninterest= 
ing. Leno Cocnrnake, who you kaow sailed from this in Octo- 
ber last, after having been down the coast, and not having suc- 
cceded ia pillaging any body, bas retarted in a rage, and de- 
mands money from this Government to pay Chili for the cost of 
the expedition. The two Spanish Frigates Pauesa and Venoan- 
2a, which escaped from Callao, when blockadod by Lord Cocuaane, 
in 1820, bave surrendered themselves to thie Government, and 
there is not @ Spanish vesselon the coast. A body of Patriot 
troops, in number 2,000, was dispersed a few days siace by the 
Spaniards at Pisco, and nearly all taken Prisoners. General 
La Serna still infests the interior of the Country, bat I think 
that when the Patriots ander General San Martin de once march 
against them, the Campaign will be fiaisbed in a very short time.” 


The Letter from the Isle of France and its enclosure rela- 
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shoal water, loat her rudder; the gale abated at sun-rise and the 
wind pbilting, the remaining vessels were again in @ state of 
safety, 


Saturday, July 27, 1822.—It is our paiofel task to record the 
most violent Gale of Wind this Colony ever experionced, tho 
effects of which have proved most fatal to the Shipping ia Tabio 
Bay. It had bees formerly remarked that the N. W. Gates, al- 
though very severe and heaving into the Bay, causing a tremon- 
dous and dangerous swell, yet that they lost much of 
_ their terrer from their short deration ; this remark however bas 
not proved just in the present unfortueate instance. On Tacs- 
day the 19th instant beiog new moon, the weather changed sud- 
denly with it, as for several days previous it had been remarke- 
bly fine, but Friday morning was ushered in with clouds and 
rain, baving ovory appearance of an approaching gale, the wea- 
ther however did not vary during this day, but om the following 
(Saturday) the Gale was very severe ; in the afternoon the Roy- 
aL Geoace, Captain Powditch, Iast from Van Dieman’s land, 
wenton shore close to the Zetty; at might the Brig Apniaty, 
Captaia Rutter, shared the same fate, as did the coasting 
Schooner Goon Intent. 


The barometer was as low as 29" 50” at 2 o'clock, on Sunday 
morning, at which time the violence of the wind was exocssive. 


At day-light on Monday morning the following four Briga 
were lying on the beach between Craig’s Towcr and the Castle, 
viz. Otive Baancu, Captain Hind; Sun, Captain Murray ; 
Lavinia, Captain Keith, and Leanpen, Captain Middleton, and 
most fortunately very few lives lost; but we have to lament Cap- 
tain Middicton, who was drowned by the boat upsetting between 
his Wrecked Brig and the shore: William Brown, one of hie 
Seamen met a similar fate, as did James Graham, Seaman 
of the Brig Apaiatic. The Ship Jonx Pacura drove very close 
to the shore, but fortunately brought ap, and is at present safe. 
The following Brigs rode the whole of Monday at single anchor, 
although the weather was scarcely more moderate ; viz. Brove- 
Haw, ‘Mantakye, Netsow aid Brews. The Brigs Aggrnvss, 
Travis, and AnTELors kept their growad. 


Oo Taesday the gale abated a little, but at night it blew 
with astonishiog violence and the raig fell in torrents: As much 
damage has beep done on shore asin the Bay; many stores id 
; Cape Towa havieg fallen in, aad a great number of houses se- 
yerely injared ; also in the vicinity of the Town the injury sus- 
tained by different individasls is to a very great extent. - 


Port Louis, August 27, 1822.—“The Cyowet Brig artiv- 
ed bere, 5th inst. from the Cape with some specie (1 be- 
lieve about eighty thousand dollars) coined io England for 
this Colony, and brought to the Cape by His Majesty’s 
Frigate Axonomacne, expected herein five or six woeks, so 
that we now despair of Letters from Europe for some 2 Boer 
as all the Ships for this place have arrived exceptthe Oxrneus, 
which was not expected to sail antil the end of Junc or carly in 
Tuly.

A Meeting of the Inhabitants of Bary Si. Edmand’s was 
held on Tuesday, and a Commitice was appointed to receive 
subscriptions. . 

In compliance with a Requisition from the Inhabitants of 
Ræoter, the Mayor appointed yesterday for a public Meeting. 

At the little village of Tor Quay, in Devonshire, nearly 
1001. were instantly subscribed, on the books being opened. 


On Friday last, a meeting was held at the Gaildball, Barn- 
staple, at which the Mayor, J. Pike, Esq. presided, to take 
into consideration the distress of the poor Inhabitants of the 
south of Ireland. It was altended by the most of the cougtry 
Magistrates and neighbouring Gentry. A Subscription was 
opened, which immediately produced upwards of 1001. It was 
then resolved to purchase a considerable quantity of potatoes, 
and to forward them to the most distressed parts, there to be dis- 
tributed without loss of time. This temporary relief, it is con- 
sidered, will be the more acceptable, aa it can arrive before 
larger shipments can be made. The slergy present proposed to 
solicit contributions of potatoes from the farmers, in each of 
their respective districts, aud we have great expectation of 
very large supply being altimately forwarded from this place, 


A Requisition numerously and respectably signed, was yes- 
terday presented to the Lord Mayor, by Mr. Oldham and Mr, 
Under-Sheriff Smith, requestiog bis Lordship to call a Court 
of Common Couuoil, for the parpese of considering the -proprie- 
ty of directing the Chamberlain to subscribe a sum of money, in 
aid of the Fund now raising in the City of London far the relief 
of the distressed Irish. His Lordship has in consequence ap- 
pointed a Court to be holden on Friday next.

A Letter from Lord Liverpool, to the South Sea Company 
yesterday, stated in substance, that he would be glad to receive 
the Deputation to day at one, provided the Five Millions propes- 
ed should be subscribed ; the amount, however, does not exceed 
one million and a half; and, ia consequence, the offer of that 
Company fall to the ground. 


Aix-la-Chapelle, May 7 —( Extract of a Privete Leter, )— Accord- 
ing to a letter from an eminent personage at Vienna, Aasiria 
and Russia are agrecd on the policy which they will observe rela- 
tive to the affairsof Turkey. Farther, the jatter Power, it is said, 
bas formally consented not to open the campaign against the 
Torks, except in the case that every mediem of conciliation 
prove unavailing, aud that, should the Divan persist in its reso- 
lution of the 28th of February last, the Russian armies shall not 
commence hostilities until the troops of the other Powers (proba- 
bly Austriaand Prussia) ahall have arrived at the positions assiga- 
ed them ' 

It is added, that in order to the final arrangement of this itm- 
portant affair, the Ministers of the five Great Powers will méct at 
Vienas in the coarse of June next, to open new conferences, This 
is what has given rise to the report of an approaching Congress in 
the capital of Aastria.—Journal de Paris. _ . 


Brazil.—By the Mancanrer, arrived at Liverpool from Ba- 
hia, whence she sailed on the 23d of February, we have received 
intelligence of a conflict having taken place, on the 19th, between 
the native Bragillians and the European troops stationed in that 
city. Their commander, Ignacio Luiz Madeira © Mello, had been, 
a short time before, appointed Brigadier.Governor of Bahia, and 
bad superceded Brigadier Manoel Pedro de Frietas Guimaraes, 
v hose dismissal had given umbrage to the Brazilian Indepen- 
dents, which was the cause of the commotion. The European 
Portugacse defeated the Brazilians, and at the time of the Man- 
GARet's sailing, they were in possession of the Fort St. Pedro, 
and masters of the city. Commerce, was, of course, completely 
ataatand ; bat the writers of the letters received by the Manca- 
RET seem pot to contemplate the least danger to foreign proper- 
ty. Delay in sales and ia the collection of debts was among the 
more serious inconveniences experienced. 


The following ig an extract of the Proclamation issued on 
the oceasion by the Governor of Bahia :— ; 


“ Tnbabitaats of Babia!—The caprice of a few individuals 
opposes itself to the will of the King; the exercise of the autho- 
rity with which his Majesty bas invested me has been disputed 
under frivolous’pretences, Faction bas attempted to introduce 
rebellion, and conflicting opinidn bas thrown the inhabitants of 
Bahia into frightfal anarchy. Their Excellencies, the Provision- 
al Janta, aware that civil commotion might take place, convened, 
on the evening of the 18th, in the Governor's Palade, the consti- 
tated‘ authorities, with vametdas other distinguished individuals 
of the city, in order to adopt mensures, in this respectable as- 
sembly, for the satvation of the coustry.'’ Thére 1 was obliged, 
by the importunitics of several virtuous: citisens, to’ waive, in o 
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great measare, ay authority, My sole desire was the welfare of 
this country ; aad, inconsistently with my military rank, and even 
that of my troops, I strove, by means of these.persoual sacrifices, 
not to interrupt the peace of the city. But all was frustrated, 
my ¢fforts were allio no purpose; and whea, dn the morning of 
the 19th, that fatal day! my mon were reposing in their quarters, 
our advanced posts were attacked by a troop, with ficld-picces, 
who bad sallied from Fort St. Pedro. In the mean time it was 
necessary to have recourse to arms to preserve our force entire. 
Porlaguese blood was, unfortunately, shed, and the inhabitants 
of this anhappy city were burried into a most deplorable situa- 
tion, Thousands of the cilizens abandoned their dwellings, to 


wander about in the country, and the ‘streets were changed to ° 


mournful solitude, Such dre ever the results of political-phren- 
zy; such, my dear countrymen, are the fatal consequences of 
the disobedience, the obstinacy of him who, tampers with estab- 
lished order, and secks only to support opinions which, far from 
possessing any transcendency, must be hateful to ihe feelings of 
the man of virtue,”

Several European vessels had left Symrna by the desire of 
the Consuls at Salonica, to proceed to the latter port, in order to 
protect the property of the Franks, the insurgents under the 
command of Ulyses, &c. having advanced to within 12 leagues of 
that city, and spread a general alarm. The Pasha of Salonica 
had been repulsed at Veria, and was endeavouring to collect a 
new force to make a second attempt against the Greeks— Chours- 
ebid Pasha was attacked on all sides, at Janina.

Hamburgh, May 6.—The Goveraments of the Cantons of

We have been much occupied bere for some time with the 
projected Tariff of Customs, which is to be proposed at the next 
Diet. If it is adopted it will be ruibots to the’ Cantons which 
carry on commerce with France, but it will give great advantages 
to the German manufacturers, and to the Cantons which trade di- 
rect with them. From the maoner in which our affairs are now 
managed, there is but too mikeh reason to fear that this Ger- 
manic combination will prevail over the general interest of the 
Swiss communcs. ‘ 


Leipsic Fair.—The following is an Extract from the German 
Papers received on Saturday :— 


Leipsie, May 5.—Our fair bas hitherto not been so bad as 
we feared it would be, and there has been a great demand for 
coarse cloths, leather, linen, fine English printed calicocs, cam- 
bric, muslius, &c. We hope, that this will have a favourable 
effect on the sale of coarse wool. According to accounts from 
England, it is said the prices of fine wool have fallen there; bat 
this is considered to be rather a false report, to frighten the bol- 
ders, than a real fact; for in many large estates in Saxony, the 
wool is already sold for two or three years to come. The Jews 
thatwere expected bave net come, The new Russian Tariff has 
as unfavourable effect on our fair; several Poles and Rassians 
have in consequence gone home again, The prohibitory system, 
which is so injurious to commerce, gains ground more and more. 
The number of booksellers at the fair is estimated at about 160, 
many of whom complain of the want of business in the course of 
last year. Indigo has risen in price, on account of the failure of 
the crop in the East Indies, Great complaints are made of the 
waut of business; but, if we consider the expensive mode of liv- 
ing of many artisans, and the extravagance of servants, we must 
be seusible that these complaints are not generally well founded, 
Couriers between Paris and St, Petersburg, very frequently pass 
through this town. Men of consequence ia Russia consider war 
to be inevitable.” ' ' 


Spain.—It appears by some articles io the French Papers, 
that the enemies of tranquillity in Spain, are struggling, if not to 
re-establish the old despotism, at least to retard the settlement 
of the Government and people into a state ef peace and industry. 
There are again some troubles io Murcia and Catalonia, and 
bands of depredators, calling themselves the Champions of the 
Faith, cause alarm in Navarre. These attempts, bowever, are, 
no doubt, exaggerated. Itis probable that this revival, if it 
exist, of the spirit of seditious bricandage, may be owing to tho 
two important proceedings before ‘he Cortes—one for restricting 
the Seignoria! rights in Spain, so as to render them compatible 
with the interests of agriculture, the rights of property, and the 
principles of political liberty : the other relates to the sum drawn 
from Spain in hard cash oach year by the Court of Rome, ooder 
the titles of dispensations, Apostolic graces, and such otber pre- 
tences, which the Spanish Deputies treat in a very heterodox 
and anceremonious style. M. Alava, one of the moderate party, 
has been nominated President of the Cortes. <

Ancient Mysteries.—The follewiog passage, which I lately met 
with in Capell’s Notes on Shakespear's Antony aed Cleopatra, may 
afford your readers some insight as to the nature of autient mys- 
teries; and give that ugthinking part of the public, who are apt 
to be misled by dogmatical assertions delivered from place of au- 
thority, room to suspect that hypocrisy aud bigotry, more than blasphe 
my aud irreligion, are the besetting tias of our day.—The Commiiitator, 
im some very ingenious remarks on the defects of the Grting up of the 
stage om which Shakepear's plays were brought out—ebserves, “‘ Scenes 
were unknown to it; all its decoration were, certain arras or tapestries 
in front, and some on the sides, with slips between; the platform was 
double, the hinder or back part of it rising some little matter above that 
in the front; and this served them from chambers or galleries, for Juliet 
to hold discourse with Romeo, and for Cleopatra in this play to draw up 
Antony dying, &e. That this was their stage’s construction, and centi- 
nued to be 80, (perhaps as low down asthe general reform of it at the 
Restoration, the era of scenes and actresses) is evinced beyond doubting 
from entries that are found insome plays of rather a later date than the 
poet's; in which are seen the terms upper and lower: and dialogues pass 
between persons, standing some on the onc, and some on the other stage 
and this form it received from the earliest pieces prodaced on it, the 
Mysteries; forthe exhibition of which the platform bad yet another divi- 
sion; a part beyond thetwo we.are speaking of, and rising higher than 
them ; upon which appeared their pater ceelestis, attended by angels ; 
patriarchs and glorified persons upon that inthe middle, and mere men 
on the lowermost; and Hell (a most necassary member.of these carions 
productiens, for without, there had bee w no entertainment for some of 
their anditers) was represented by a great gaping hole on the side of that 
platform, that vomitted something like flames ; out of which their greatest 
Jokers, the devils, ascended at times, and mixed with the men; and 
into which they were commonly driven in heaps at the drama’s comelusi- 
on: but this hell and the higher division vanished with the Mysteries, 
and the stage’s form, after that, was as above.”—§ only add, that I 
would recommend a certaig learned Lord to take this account “ home and 
read it,” —and pause before he break dow a any more of those bulwarks 
that all are raised in defence of the liberty of the press.

COURT OF KING’S BENCH, WESTMINISTER, MAY 3. 


MURRAY V. ELLISTON. 


This case arose ont of the proceedings institated in Chancery, by 
Mr. Murray, of Albemarle-street, against Mr. Elliston, for performing 
Lord Byron’s tragedy of Marino Faliero, at Drury-iane Theatre. The 
question stated by the Lord Chancellor for the opinion of the Court of 
Kiog’s Bench was whether any action could be sustained by the proprie- 
tor of a printed dreams, for the represestation of that drama in an 
abridged form on the stage, for profit, without his permission. 


Mr. Scantert contended, on behalf of Mr. Marray, for the affir” 
mative of this question. This case was essentially different from that 
of “ Colman v. Wathen,” 5. Term Reports, 245, which was an action to 
recover penalties under the statute Sth Aane, e. 19, for the representa- 
tion O’Keefe’s farce of the Agreeable Surprise, where the Court heid that 
the case was not within the words ef the provision. That statute, un- 
doubiedly, referred only to publication by means of the press; but the 
common law right of an author was not thas restricted. As soon as the 
legislature gave or confirmed to an anthor a property in bis works, it 
encircled these works with all the protection appertaining to every other 
species of property. Whether representation on the stace was a pub- 
lication or not, within the meaning of the act, was not a question; buat 
whether, under any possible circumstances, such an injury could be 
thereby sustaized as would give a right of action. Now,inthe preface 
tothis very work, Lord Byron declared that he vever intended the 
tragedy for the stage, and intimated that its saccess in the theatre would 
afford him no pleasure, but that its failare would give him great pain; 
and surely it wae hard that an anthor, who wrote his play only for the 
closet, should be subjected to the ordeal of the stage against his will. 
Not only would his feelings and his fame be hart by a failure of his piece 
on the stage, but the value of the copy right would be diminished to the 
poblisher, The performance of a drama would also operate to the injary 
of the parties interested in its sale, by diminishing the curiosity to 
read it. ; 


Mr. Jasticeo Baviay.—So, ifove man reads a book aloud to an- 
other, he may be said to injure the author by preventing him from 
buying it. 

Mr. Scantetr.—No, my Lerd; because there are other attrac- 
tions at the theatre, in addition to the play, and it is represented for 
the gain ef the managers. . 


Me, Justice BavLev.—Shonld Taot do the anthor as much mie- 
chief by giving notice that I would read his play at my house this evea- 
ing to any ene who would come?—and I should murder his play into the 
bargain. 

Mr. Scantetr contended that a representation for profit made the 
distinction between the cases; besides that, the money that might have 
bovght the book would be expended at the theatre. 


Mr. Apo.pnus, for Mr. Elliston, contended that literary proper- 
ty had no existence at common law, and rested solely on the statate of 
Anne, which confessedly applied only to priated books, This was decided 
in the great case of * Millar v. Taylor,” 4 Barrow’s Reports, 2303, by a 
majority of the Judges; and the dissent of the mivority might fairly be 
attributed to their natural bias in favour of those Universities in which 
they had speat some of the happiest days of their life, and which were 
particularly interested in the decision. In the case of Macklin v. Richard. 
son, the plaintiff, who was the author of the farce of Love a la Mode, 
sought the protection of the Court of Chancery against.a bookseller, who 
had employed a shorthand writer to go to the theatre and to take down 
the piece from the lips of actors, in order that he might print it; and as 
. injunction was granted to restraiu the defendant from continuing to seil 
it, But this case was theexact reverse of the present: there the anthor 
had never commanicated the piece to the world but through one particu- 
lar medium ; there was uo publication by him according to the meaning 
of the ward in the statute; but so anxious was he to prevent sach a 
publication, that when he allowed the farce to be acted for a benefit he 
merely gave each performer his part singly, and reserved that 
which be played himself. The case of Colman v. Wathen was an 
express anthority to show that the representation of a play after 
it bad been printed was no violation of property. Had Mr. Elliston 
read this play, which it was snggested that he might have done accord- 
ing to law, the fame of the anthor wonld have suffered more than by its 
representation with all the aid of sceaic attractions. It had been said 
that a poet might publish a play which was not adapted to the stage ; but 
the very dramatic form implied representation which was always 
proceeding ia some degree ia the mind of a reader who was required 
by the power ef imagination, to bring the places where scenes were laid 
before the eye of his mind. Those dramas which were really wnfit 
for the stage would never be acted, because they would offer nu tempta- 
tiom to managers, Miltou’s Sampeon Agonistes, for example, was a vobie 
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poem, but manifestly unfit for the stage: it was a grand experiment to 
embody the severe spirit of Grecian tragedy in an English form ; and had 
any attempt ever been made te bring this ferward in the theatre? Dry- 
deu compesrd a play from Peradise Let; but Milton only said to him 
“ Ay, yooog man, you may tag my verses,” conscious that bis work 
could sustain no injury. The Mysterious Wether of Horace Walpole hed 
never been produced, because it was abhorrent to English feeling ; and 
for the same reason no play on the famous story of Cdipus had heen at- 
tempted sinee Lee and Dryden. Where was the violation of property by 
representing a piece in whole orin part—by endowing a dead letter 
with breathing life, more than in reading and reciting a work, or even 
transferring its most exquisite scenes to the canvass? Or sappose 
this last trausfer reversed, suppose some one could tern all Hogarth’s 
inimitable privts into farces, could the proprietor of the prints come for- 
ward and assert his right of action, becanse the prints were superseded 
by the living pictures of the stage? Miss Bailiie’s De Montfort, 
aud Mr. Milman’s Fezie, had beth been acted, and the authors ne. 
ver thoacht of complaining in a coart of law of the injury. As well 


$ might it be said that it was a violation ofeovyright to play anew sonata, 


or air, or overture, ina theatre, It had been said that the piece might 
be made ridiculous by the mode of its representation ; ifso, it would be 
worth little, The authorof the Iliad was supposed by some to have 
written also the barleeque of the Frogs and the Mice, and at all events 
be suffered nothing from the parody. The end of all poetry was enjoy. 
ment, of which, ridicale itself was a sonree. Those who read Hamiet 
Travestie, and ali other travesties on excellent authors, only turned to 
the originals with a keener sense of their beanties. The tragedy acted 
was also an abridgment of Lord Byron's play, and fair abridgments had 
always been permitted. The princinie now asserted would tend to stop 
the circulation of knowledge ; it would check the progress of that litera. 
ture which it professed to vecare, and would enconrage authors to con- 
fine within a privilered circle, those stores of thought and of feeling 
which orght to be diffused through the world, 


Mr. Scantert, in reply, contended that thongh the decision in 
Borrow’s Reports, was against the copyright at common Jaw, posterity 
had artribated the weight of reason to the arguments of the minority of 
the jndges ; and at all events, when a statate created a right, the com- 
mon law would create a remedy.

A very well-intentioned, but not well-iafermed, Gentleman, who 
subscribes himself “ William Hudson,” in your Paper of yesterday, says, 
that the recent application of the Merchants of Londoa to his Majesty’s 
Goverement, in respect to the intercourse between this country aad the 
Independent States of South America, was unnecessary, because the 
trade with those States can be carried on in neutral bottoms. 

May I beg the favour of you to inform this’ Gentleman, that by the 
law as it now stands, a ship bearing the flag of the Colombian Govern- 
ment, thongh loaded with the produce of Colombia, cannot be admitted 
to entry in a British p rt—that the Colombian Governmeat has deter- 
mined to receive no sh® ps bearing the flag of a conatry whieh does not 
receive its ships; and theiefore, that without an alteration in the 
law’po commercial iut®rconrse can exist between Great Britain and 
Colombia. As to neutral ships, is not Mr. Hadson aware that, although 
a neatral ship mayload produce in Colombis (if the flag she bears con- 
forms te the Colombia ru'e of reciprocity) she cannot be admitted in Great 
Britain ? Surely, therefore, the application of the Merchants was as 
necessary, proper, and becoming, as the answer it bas received has 
beee satisfactory and agreeable.

The Minister bas annovunced anew financial plan, which he as- 
serts is not an infringement npon the Sinking Fuad, and which he does 
not mention as analogous in its nature tu a loan. 


Mr. Brougham and Mr. Ricardo at once perceived, and demonstrat.

The balance, therefore, is a saving of about two millions per anaum, 
trhich is to be remitted from the present amount of taxation. Such is the 
plan. 

Let us now see how monied men will look at the affair; in what 
mode they will Le disposed to contract for the thing.

OBSERVATIONS. 


The sum tobe paid by the contractors will diminish every succe | 
ing year in an increased ratio, bythe deaths of annuitants, and afer 
16 years they will have nothing to pay—in the 16th year they will sav*, 
out of the 2,800,0001. paid by Government, the sum of 127,704)., which 
saving will increase every year until the end ofthe 45 years, according 
to the table of calculations which has been printed. 


The present adcantage proposed is, that Government will, for the 
first year, receive from the contractors 2,200,0001., (and a smaliler sum 
every succeeding year, for 15 years only ia all), of which 1,800,000). is 
to be applied to the relief of the country by taking off taxes to that 
amount, and the remaining 400,0001. to be reserved as a nest-egg for 
payment of the surplas of the dead charge when it reaches thé marimum, 
or perhaps for some other wise and sober purpose, such as forming a 
new dead charge, when the 5,000,0001. of old dead charge has thus been 
pat out of sight. 

It must be allowed, that the above is a very cunning plan, devised~ 
for the purpose of throwing dust in the eyes of the country gentlemen 
in Parliament, and of diverting their attention from forcing ministers to 
realeconomy and retrenchment ; but there is little doubt that it will 
prove in the end a most improvident and mischievons measure, or what 
Lord L—— would pleasantly call a gigantic gross delusion, contrary to the 
principles of resurrection or the laws of nature. tis, in fact, nothing 
more nor less than borrowing or raising by loan 2,200,000]. for one year 
(and a smaller sum for 14 years more) on the most unfavourable terms of 
annuities ; and instead of redacing the expenditure of the country, leav- 
ing 400,0001. additional at the disposal of Ministers abeve the sum of 
1,800,0001. to go to the relief of the country in reduction of taxes : and 
the result is, that the country isto raise 2,200,0001, npon unfavowrable 
terms, to obtain relief to the extent of 1,800,0001,, and Ministers to re- 
tain the whole revenue, as before, with the addition of 400,0001. with- 
out any reduction in expenditare. 

It would surely have been infinitely better to have avoided so much 
mystification, and to have simply proposed at once to raise by loan the 
sum of 1,800,000. (or any other amount of taxes given up for the present 
year for the relief of the public), which itis presumed might be done 
at an interest of three or four per cent., provided it is found to be im- 
practicable to reduce taxes, and relieve the country ia any other man- 
ner; and by repeating the same operation yearly while the necessity for 
80 doing may exist, the public would derive all the benefit from the lapse 
of annuities instead of the contractors, which benefit might, mnder cer. 
tain possible (thongh perhaps improbable) circumstances, be infinitely 
greater than any calcolation of the value of anguities upon common pria- 
ciples may show. 

The most fandamental objection to this new way of paying old debts 
appears to be, that Parliament will, dnring the existence of the contract, 
be deprived of the power of regulating or reducing the amount of the 
existing pensions under the most pressing necessities of the state.

A Cabinet of Chess Players. 

The following particulars have reached us of several matches at 
chess, which were lately played by some of the most distinguished cha- 
racters of the age, at the Club, in Regent-street. Some difficulty, it 
appears, arose at first as to the selection of a President, or Ludimagister, 
on this occasion. Several Presidents of Boards put in their claims, bat 
at length a little gentleman in black, who advanted with a modest step 
intothe middie of the room, attracted general attention, There was 
something extremely placid and prepossessing in the air of this little 
geutieman ; his pronunciation was as primitive as his person, and thongh 
it cannot be equally well painted to the eye, the reader may form some 
idea of it, by conceiving the monosyllables sould could avd should,to be 
pronounced as if they rhymed to fooled. After casting a timid glance 
round the room, he proceeded to state, ina low tone, that bis claims were 
founded on the circumstance of bis having for many years presided over 
the Exch—q—r, with what success he should not remind them, for if 
other men could not discover, he was sure he would not assist them in 
detecting the merit of his services. He was perfectly satisfied, that if 
avy other Gentleman should be promoted to the honour of the Presiden- 
cy, be could, if he would, discharge all the duties of that situation much 
more ably than himself; yet he could assure them that sheuld he (the lit- 
tle Gentleman) be the object of their choice, he would, ifhe could, en- 
deavonr to give them equal satisfaction. 


This address was received with applause ; the other claimants wav- 
ed their pretensions, and the little Gentleman was lifted into the Chair,

of the players. It was ultimately given up as a drawn game, and the 
by-standers remarked upon the farce of assimilating this or avy other 
game io which intellect is coucerned te military tactics.

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Mr. Pl.nk-tt, one of the best players in the clnb, accepted -the 
challenge, bat Master P—I had scarcely made half a dozen moves before 
the amateurs began to shake their heads, and L-tt—I observed diily, 
that the young gentleman had a promising head of hair, bat all was not 
gold that gilttered. ; eo! 

Mr. H-sk—o and Cr-k-r played thenext party. The game had not 
proceeded far, when Mr. H -sk-on discovered be had-a piece less than his 
antagonist, and knowing that it bad not been feirly won, ue charged Cr- 
k-r with having taken it by acowp de maja. Cr-kr-r denied the charge 
s0 stoutiv, that L—d L-nd——y, who knew his frend, adviseda search, 
and Cr-k- r, finding his retreat cut off, pleasantly drew the piece, like « 
creeedile, from his breeches pocket. The President looked grave, L—d 
L-nd—— y smiled, and Master P—1i qnoted the passage in Vida, trom 
which the idea mast bave been borrowed, Cr-k-r said he would not 
deny that he had taken the bint from Vida, wherenpon hie friends im- 
mediately gave him the whole credit of the invetition. 

The M-q—s of C—— and Sir B. B—— played the next game. Sir 
B. maintained his groand for some time, bet at length having exposed 
his King toa check by discovery he gave mp the game. The M-q—s 
next eogaged with afirst-rate player, and finding himself over-maich- 
ed, contrived ta save the game by voluntarily incurring stale-mate, 
Same doubt having arisen as to the consequence of this stroke, the 
President decided that formerly the party putting himself into this 
sitnation was held to be vanqoished ; at present he not only lost nothing 
by it, but wonld frequently find a stale-mate the best means of retrieving 
a desperate game.

The subject of this painting has been more than once treated, and 
has tried the talents of the highest, as well as the mimicry of the lowest 
order of ortists. It is diffienit, therefore, to give it the charm of novelty, 
and still more, to make it original without being liable to the imputation 
of becoming eccentric. Mr, Halli has shewn more dexterity in exerution 
than ability inthe design; he bas coloured better than conceived, and 
has been more seccessiul in the anatomical drawing than in the moral 
expression, The angel, the two Marys, and the gnards, for the whole 
of the group. The angel is the principal figure, and possesses more of 
physical than of spiritual beanty, there is the purpurewm lames Juventntis 
about him, but nothing celestiai—nothing of tbe essence of nnearthly 
imagination—nothing of the poetic halo. which might be supposed to in- 
vest the hollowed, forms of a Zephon ora Uriel. The Magdalene, who 
looks at the Angel with ivtense surprise, is a personification of the most 

volgar as well as depraved portion of the female sex; her counte- 
naoce is one on which no amiable expression conld be impreased—on 
which no sensibility ever beamed, and her robust figure and muscolar 
limbs are quite at variance’ with our notion of the soft and biooming, but 
penitent votary of pleasure. Theelder Mary is of a more elevated cha- 
racter, bet the original ig the work of Mr. West. The Soldier, whose 
fear prodnees the effeet of paralysis, is like a bad tragedian, who rolls an 
enormons pair ef eyes with an elaborate effect. to appear vacant. The 
goard who grasps bis arm isa better specimen of the ability of the artist, 
as wellasthe profession of the soldier, The soldier, whois extended on 
the ground, looking up with the expression of frantic astonishment, ts 
nothing more than awell-execated copy of s figure by Rigaud, in the 
Roval Academy, whieh is itself bot acopy of a figure io. the pieture of 
the Conversion of St. Paul, we believe, by Pietro de Cortens, The pic- 
ture is,on the whole, one of promise, ina young artist, and displays ta- 
lents which, with the advantage of experience, and an independent feel- 
ing, may prodace something worthy of beiog preserved inthe, English 
schoel. The colouring isin the Vepetian style, particularly as to the 
drapery, but the carnations are of the schoo) of West, and are more su 
perficial; the tone is clear and harmonious, bat is deficient in the quali- 
ties of depth and solid effect.

Of 3 or 4 Plaos that 
have come auder my notice, I have not discovered io any one of 
them that the Projector could benefit in avy euch ratio, and I 
dare say, these Projectors would be very thankful to Mr, P,—if 
he would be so kind as to point out to them the way to acquire 
this immense gain, without doing violence to their ewa consci- 
ences or makiag ruinous encroahments onthe pockets of speca- 
lating Individoals. ‘The highest valuation of a Ticket that I re- 
collect te have seen in the Pians above alladed te, is from Sicca 
Rapees 130 to 135. From this, if the Plancer can new afferd to 
purchase Tickets, bo pays down 116 Sicca Rupees for each ; be 
has also, in such a case to lose from the sam the interest of 
his money for 2 of 3 months, the expences of Advertisements, 
the wages of Sircars; and the worst asd most lesing thing 
of the whole is, many of bis Sabscribors, when required to 
pay their subseriptions, are cither absent from Caicattn, of 
may have changed their minds and will not pay; ¢o that, 
as the drawiog of the Projector’s Lottery is perhaps al- 
ready advertised and cansot be properly delayed, mar the 
Lottery Plan abolished ander such a circumstance, the loss by 
withdrawal of subscriptions (which I take at Jeast ta be.6.er,6 
shares besideg2 or that might remaia unsold out of a handred 
and upwerds) falls exclusively oa the Projector. On the other 
band, if the Projector begia to purchase Tickets as he collecta the 
amounts of subseriptions,he pays whatever the price of the day 
may be, perhaps 120 or 125 Rapees for each Ticket, without call- 
ing on bis subscriber forany additional payment. Thus taking 
the chance of the rise in the price of Tickets upon himself, and all 
the circumstances above enumerated being considered, it will 
plainly shew that the Projectors can gain no more perbaps than 
4 or S percent, if at all so mach, instead of that amazing profit of 
100 per cent. which Mr. P.—has endeavored to induce the Public 
to befieve, but it is to be hoped that the Pablic do not want bim 
to calculate for them. : 


This explanation, I hope, will satisfy your correspondent P.—. 
and teach him to obtain better iafermation of things before he 
voluntarily comes forward in public to pronounce them good or

Letter dated on board the William Miles.—By this vesse) we have 
received a Letter dated on board the Witntam Mixes, at sea,’ May 
Sd, 6 degrees North Latitade, 20 West Longitode, from which the 
following is an extract. 


‘Our Passage to the Cape was very tedions, but anattended with 
bad weather or any other unpleasant cirenmstance. Being apprehen- 
sive lest our supply of water should fall short, it was at one time re- 
solved to go into the Cape, and we are anticipating the enjoyment of 
fresh vegetables and the delicious fruit of the vine, when such a fine 
breeze sprung ap, that it was considered a pity to lose it, and we went 
for St. Helens. Tho twelfth day after sawns there. We found a great 
change from what we experienced at onr last visit: no restraint, no 
ceutinels at every corner, On enquiry of the residents, I fownd all the 
newspaper accoonts of ‘‘ Buony” (as they always call him) had been 
very correct. Theweek we passed there slipped away very plesantly. 


* T amused myeelf in daily excursions, and in picking up anecdotes 
of that extraordinary man, by many considered as one the greatest that 
have lived since Alexander the Great. The roral manner ia which he 
passed his time, and the eagerness he displayed in laying out and cul- 
tivating his grounds, amused me. His favorite tarn of mind was in most 
parts visible: wherever it was at all practicable, the mimicry of fortifi- 
cation was to be seen. 

“ We left St. Helena on the Sth, in the evening of which day the 
Ross and Paincess Cuanvorre sailed also: they jnst passed Ascension 
(without tonching,) as we gotin. Our Chief and I went on shore there 
forturtle.

Agricultural Society.—A meeting of the Agricultura} Society took 
place on Wednesday the 11th ultimo, at which several communications 
were read respecting the transfer of the Tityghur cetablishment, by Go- 
vernment, to tbe Botanic Garden, with the provision of a certain portion 
of it to experiments in aid of the Agricultural Society. 


It appears that when Major Stuaat was employed in constructing 
Boats, intended for the experiment instituted in the yedr 1819, that of- 
ficer engaged the premises called Tityghur for his operations, but the 
whole of the ground oot being required for the purposes of his immdeiate 
duty, a part of it was annexed to Barrackpore Park, as a Garden, and 
one of the Houses on the land was let occasionally to individaals, to di- 
minish the expence attendant on the Boat andertaking. Considerable 
pains were bestowed on the portion of ground allotted as a gardeu, and 
a great number of curjous Plagts, from all quarters of the giche, were 
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introdneed into it for the trial of naturalizing them to this climate. ‘Tis 
Plants thus tried were ali sciected with a view to their probable utility, 
and with the hope. should they thrive inthis country, of disseminating 
them among the natives. Food, manafacture, and medicine, were the 
objects, which decided the choice. The original purpotes tor which 
the premises at Tityghur were rented having ceased, it became necessa- 
ry to determine whether the lease, heid by Government at 400 Rapees 
a month, should de relinquished, or whether it shonid be contiuned for 
other public parposes. Government is anwilling, that the Garden, from 
which the neighbourhood had derived considerable benafit, by the distri- 
bation of Piants and Seeds shonid be abandoned; and the twe houses 
on the land are so contignons to Barrackpore Park, it appeared obvious- 
ly desireable to preserve the lease of the property at the disposal of Go- 
veroment. The soil of Titvghor is, we understand, of a richer qaality 
than that of the Botanie Garden, and consequently calenlated to reac 
Exotics, which might fail iv a less fraitfal spot. It was liberally propes- 
ed therefore that the portion of land at Tityghur, which has hitherto been 
appropriated as a Garden, should be with the twe houses, transferred 
from the Ist of July last to Dr. Wactica, the Superintendent of the 
Botanic Garden. A portion of the ground was at the same time allotted 
for the experiments of the Agricultural Society, to which Dr. WaLuicu 
officiates as Secretary. 


Ao establishment of Gardetters, Caltivators, &c. has been accor- 
dingly proposed by W. Levcesrer, Esq. now in charge of the Botanic 
Garden, and sanctioned by Government, to the extent of 500 Rupees a 
month, for the improvement of the Hocticalural productions of Bengal, 
the rearing of eaotica, and Agricuitaral purposes. 


A communication was read from Dr. Hare to the President, giving 
an account of the extracting of 10 graius of Morphia, from 300 grains of 
Opiam, the produce of the Botanic Garden. 


Mr. Levcester reported that ia consequence of the lateness of the 
searon, it would be impossible for any particular mode of cultare, under 
the directiogs ofthe Society, to be undertaken this year. The Revd. Dr. 
MARsHMA4N proposed that a memorial be addressed to Parliament by the 
Society respecting the duties on India Sager. 


Recue Encyclopedique.—The Reoue Encyclopadique for Mareh menti- 
ons that an Englishman, who has passed many years in India, and has 
resided about two years in Persia, has been siuce the year 1615, engag- 
ed ov a translation of the works of Firdowsee, The greater part of the 
first year had been employed in searching for the best edition of the ori- 
ginal, which contains sixty thousand stanzas. The translator has adop. 
ted the versificatien of Pore, but the andertaking is eet yet haif 
finishe.!. 


The brothers Scuamann, Booksellers, have translated into the 
German language all the works of WaLrer Scort. They are at the same 
time reprinting separately, at a low price, the English text, the original 
edition of which is very dear, The collection wiil occupy about nive 
thick volumes. 


According to letters written, in September 1821, byfCaptain Cocu- 
rane ofthe British Navy, that traveller bad reached the chain of Al- 
tai monntains, on the confines of Chinese Tartary. Tho object of his tras 
vels is to visit the straits which separate Asia from America, and to ate 
tempt, if possible to proceed by land to Hudson's Bay. The Russian 
Government has furnished Captain Cocunane with a passport, aud let- 
ters ofintroduction to the Russian Officers employed in Kamschsatka, 
and, in short, every assistance to promote tho quecess of bis enterprize. 


Our readers may he aware that an Institation has been established 
at Naples for the instruction of the Chinese iv the Catholic faith, It 
appears that four young Chinamen arrived in, that capital ov the Ist of 
September, 1821, and have been received into the establishmeat. The 
oldest is twenty four years of age, and the youngest about sixteen. 
They were conducted by the superior of the Seminary, to the Palace of 
Capo di Monte, where His Neapolitan Majesty reecived them gracionsly. 
After the Ko-sen (the peculiar salutation addressed to the Emperor of 
China) they held a conversation, through the mediam of an iaterpreter, 
during three quarters of an hour with the King, who has permited them 
to walk in his Park and Gardens. Othe [6th of September, in the 
church of the Anstitution, in the presence of the King, the Rogal family 
and a vast concourse of spectators, they exchanged the Chinese costume, 
for the ecclesiastical habit. They sresons of China-men converted to 
the Catholic religion, and they proceeded to Europe of their own accord, 
and with the consent of their pareuts, to become students at the expeuce 
of the Institution at Naples.

By the completion 
6f the proposed work the transit of goods to and from the shipping in 
the vieinity of Sangor, will be carried on by a safe and expeditions chan- 
nel, secure and open at all seasons of the gear, instead of being liable, 
ae heretofore, to all the delays and dangers of the River passace. The 
Canal will begin ia the vicinity of Tolly’s Nullak, and ran down as nearly 
as possible in a direct line to Channel Creek, whence it will be coatina.

Extracts from the Reports of the following Ships. 

The Puanix, Captain Weatherhead, from Port Jackson the 20th 
of July, bound throngh Terres Straits, on the 7th of Augnst, she struck 
upou a Sunken Rock, (not laid down in any Chart) bearing from the 
northern extreme of Murray’s Island E. by S. Soatiern extreme 8. E, 
by E. distant seven miles, detached from the main reef about a quarter 
of a mile—150 feet lung and 50 broad, and knocked of her Rudder, On 
the Gifth day after the accident it was replaced by a temporary eve, 
which has brought the Ship with safety into this River, a distance of 
5000 miles. 


The Ship Exrza, Captain R. Gibson, from Mauritius the 24th of An.’ 
gust, Covelong, and Madras the 24th of September : —There bas been a 
gale of wind at the Cape of Good Hope, several vessels lost, and many 
houses blows down -took place about the 15th of Angust 1822—dis- 
patches arrived at Manritins by H. M. Sloop Crower.
